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Overall 


1.. a u In general, the reports received from the Soviet- 
occupied European countries up to the beginning 
of .Kay 1950 do not indicate any changes in the 
strength of the Soviet Ground Force units during 
recent weeks. There are no indications that any 
units were withdrawn from the Soviet-occupied 
countries or that any new units arrived from the 
Soviet Union. Of note is a report stating that 
unusually large amounts of empty rolling stock 
were dispatched from the Cottbus and Frankfurt/Oder 
area to the east in late March and early April 
!95Qo The information indicates the possibility 
of an assembly of rolling stock east of the Oder- 
Keisse line for military transportation operations. 
Small shipments of replacements and supplies arrived 
In the Soviet Zone of Germany from the Soviet Union 
in March and April 1950, The evacuation to the 
Soviet Union of Soviet dependents and the replace- 
ment by bachelor officers of married officer's, whose 
tenasof duty in th e soviet Zone of Germany were over, 
were observed up to the beginning of April 1950," as

A. The training of troops was generally conducted 
at military post drill grounds or in the environs 
of military posts in March and early April 1950, 
Inspections, demonstrations and advanced combat 
practice firing were indicative of the end of this 
training period. Training marches of several days 
showed that the troops prepared for their forth- 
coming. transfer to the troop training grounds,, 

Troops tn the doviet Zone of Germany started leav- 
ing for troop training grounds in early April 1950,, 
as expected. Reports on the departure of most of 
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the divisions and headquarters units of the 
Eighth Gds Array, the Third Gds Mecz Army and 
the Fourth Gels Mecz Army v/ere received,. Re- 
ports from the Soviet Zone of Austria also 
indicated that troops started moving to troop 
training grounds about 20 April 1950.,

Indications are that most of the troop training 
grounds were occupied by the same units which were 
there in 1949. Although there have been only 
preliminary indications from the area of the Second 
Gds liecz Array and only a little inforraation from 
the Third Shock Army (19th Gds Mecz Div and 207th 
Mtz Rifle Div) , the clearly discernible movements 
in the other army areas indicate that the component 
units of all armies started moving to troop train- 
ing grounds during the first half of April 1950. 


Transo or tati on a it uatl on 

(1) After an initial improvement, the transporta- 
tion situation of the Soviet Zone railroad showed 
a marked deterioration in April 1950. ■ L h© number 
of loaded trains awaiting dispatch totaled 78 
trains, on 4 April and 81 on 14 April 1950. This 
is due to a shortage of locomotives and coal. Of 
a total of 4,289 scheduled freight trains, 531 
(more than 12 percent) had to be canceled on 

14 April 1950 (359 for shortage of coal). On 
the same day, of a total of 3,831 passenger trains, 
123 (about 3-1- percent) had to be canceled 1 18 for 
lack of coal) . 

(2) The locomotive coal reserves have dwindled 

to 30,674 tons, 21,347 tons of which are emergency- 
reserve, the remainder, 9,327 tons, service cosa 
on hand. This amount represents two daily con- 
sumption rates. However, measures have now been 
initiated by the Soviets to correct this situation. 
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(3) Construction Projects 

(a) The Marzahn-Karow section of the northern 
half of the Berlin Outer Freight Ring which is 
being reconstructed has been put into operation,.

(d) A mobile track construction workshop sent 
to Lohanngeorgenstadt in late March 1950 indi- 
cates that the planned construction of a second 
track on the Aue-Schwarzenberg-Johanngeorgenstadt 
line is to be started* This prd^ect is to improve 
the railroad system in the uranium mining dis- 
trict * 

(4) Train Densities 

Presumably by order of the Soviets the train den- 
sities of the lines and railroad stations (load- 
ing ramps and cart roads) in the Berlin railroad 
district had to be calculated at short notice in 
the last week of March « 

(5) Empty Trains Dispatched to the East 

The dispatching of an unusually large number of 
empty trains to the Bast from the area of Cottbus 
and Frankfurt/ Oder began in late March and early 
April 1950. The composition of these trains (box- 
cars, flatcars and heavy-duty flatcars) my possibly 
indicate an assembly of transportation for military 
purposes » 

(6) The Soviet Zone Railroad Headquarters has 
made provision, to run 286 special trains for the 
Y/hitfiin rally of the Free German Youth. This 

is only possible at the expense of scheduled 
passenger and freight traffic. Traveling traffic 
will b® reduced to such a degree that it will 
practically come to a standstill during the period 
concerned. Only the interzonal traffic and Soviet 
shipments will not be affected by this measure.

(e) MGB/MVD troops were for the first time ob- 
served in the former Reiter Kaseme, Ludwigslust, 
and at the Techentin airfield on 5 and 6 March 
1950. The strength of the units is not known. 

(f) An MGB/MVD unit of about 300 men was again 
observed in Stendal on 14 March 1950. 

(g) An MGB/MVD unit of unidentified strength was 
first observed in the Schierke-Elend area on lo 
March 1950. The unit was probably linked with 
uranium mining projects in that area.
